I put in about 9 hours total in the ARRL sweepstakes this last weekend. My 
final score was 233 qsos and 73 sections. JI could have run up a much 
greater total had I applied more time to actually operating; but other 
duties called(two kids and xyl projects). 


I was really happy using my new call(N5IW, old call was AB5WX) in its first 
contest appearance. My new call is short and sweet. I was pleased that I 
got ansered almost immeadietly whenever I pounced on another station. My 
old call just took to long to send, even at 40 wpm. I seemed to work about 
95% of the stations I called on the first call and only had a couple of 
instances where I was asked for repeats on any part of the exchange. I 
found it interesting that the other contest reports have noted that many of 
the repeats involved the check numbers. I also made the same notes. I 
guess that many of the long-in-the-tooth ops had a hard time believing that 
stations licensed in the 90s could work such an event. I kept my speed 
consistently in the 35 to 40 wpm range and I was only asked once to QRS. 


Boy there are really some great CW ops out there! 


I only worked a few other QRP stations; but I suspect that was because most 
of us Q's were in the search and pounce mode. Highlights of the event for 
me was working PR, AK, and PAC all QRP and all using my modest station of 
wire antennas and a vertical. I spent a lot of time on 10 and 15m, some 
fair amount of time on 20m and 40m,and worked an amazing number of stations 
on 80m late Saturday night. 


I can state now for sure that I will definately participate in next years 
sweepstakes. It was great fun!

>Explain the radials to me. Do I have to dig a hole and put them in the 
>ground and what do you mean by a "tap" If I were to build an antenna 
>like this I could put a whole bunch of radials for 180 degrees (not 
>for 360) 


As for the radials, if you are going to use the antenna on or close to 
the ground simply lay the wire radials on the ground ( I have used both 
non-insulated and insulated wire for this and could not tell any 
difference ). When laying them on the ground like this, it is a simple 
matter to take them up, roll them on a spool and take them with you when 
you go ! Heck, you may even want to try it without the radials, just 
take along a ground rod, drive it in the ground near the base of the 
antenna and connect the coax shield to it. I have done this also, I 
don't think it works as good as the radials but it worked ! The best way 
is to use the radials and the ground rod together ! When I take mine to 
the field, I take along a 36" length of 5/16" brazing rod that is 
sharpened at one end to use as a field expedient ground rod - if the 
ground is moist, it is a simple matter to just push it in the ground by 


hand ! As for the position of the radials, just put them where you can 
and rmember, they don't have to run in a straight line either. I have 
mine elevated about 20 feet off the ground with 4 - 40 meter radials 
(read that 33' long) spread out in 4 directions and tied to trees and I 
can work basically anyone I can hear ! 

Now for the "tap" the tap is simply the point on the coil that you 
connect the center of the coax to, and this is found by experimenting 
with different places on the coil until you find one that give the best 
match (lowest SWR). You could also just feed the thing with some 450 ohm 
ladderline and a tuner with a balanced output to make the match (just 
dont lay the ladderline directly on the ground - this detunes it !) This 
way, you don't have to go outside each time you change bands, you just 


simply readjust the tuner for the band of choice ! This make a very easy 
to use and efficient antenna system by the way ! That 450 ohm ladderline 
is very low loss at HF frequencies ! And this is very important at QRP 
power levels ! 

Nuf Said ! 

Hope this helps and thanks to all the nice comments about the post ! I'm 
glad everyone liked it.

Thought I would share another of my favorite antennas with you folks 
after all the comments about the last one ! This one makes a very good 
antenna for field day, fixed station or any where you need a multiband 
antenna that works and you don't have a lot of room ! I came up with 
this idea when I first got into QRP operation and wanted something that 
would be a little directional. My property is a long narrow lot - 108' x 
260' with power lines running down the front and parallel to the long 
side, so my 40 meter double extended zepp is on the back of my lot away 
from the power lines and broadside to the north and south, which is the 


directions it favors most. What I needed was an antenna that gave me 
some east/west radiation, and I did not have enough room to put up much 
more than a 20 meter dipole facing that direction. I wanted something 
that would give me multiband operation since I was using a Heathkit HW-8 
which had 80 meters on it and I didn't want to exclude that band. Then 
one day, I was thinking about the famous G5RV type of antenna and the 
fact that it would give me the bands I needed, but I just didn't have 
enough room to put one up. Then I thought, " why couldn't I fold it up 
some way to make it fit in a smaller space?" First I thought about a 
square configuration, but then decided that I didn't want to fool with 
more than a couple of support lines - AND THEN IT HIT ME ! What about a 
triangle ? I took the G5RV that I had already made, and folded it into a 
triangle with 3 equal sides - 34 feet on each side. I took the 2 end 
insulators and simply tied them together - I did NOT connect the ends of 
the wire together - just tied the insulators to each other. Actually, 
you could just use one insulator here ! This is what I later did, since 
I had to untie them and install 2 extra insulators to support the 2 top 
corners of the triangle. I put these exactly 34 feet from the center 
insulator on each side and then retied the ends together, leaving the 
ends of the wires separated by the one end insulator that was left. Then 
I hung the KC8AON Tactical Delta Loop as I call it between 2 - 60' plus 
pine trees that are spaced about 45' apart. I now had a triangular 
antenna that is flat at the top, 34' across with the 2 sides hanging 
vertically coming down to a point where the 450 ohm ladderline connects. 
I also tied a support line to this bottom point and tied it to a tent 
stake driven in the ground to keep the loop from swinging around in the 
wind. With this antenna and the use of a tuner I have been able to work 
all bands 10 thru 80 meters, And I must say that it is directional 
broadside to the loop. The nice thing about it is that it only takes up 
the same amount of horizontal space as a 20 meter half wave dipole ! My 
feedpoint was about 25' off the ground, but I have used one with the 
feedpoint as low as 6' off the ground with good results ! If you have a 
G5RV just lying around, fold it up ! but don't put it away, cause it'll 
work like gang busters for you ! See ya'll on the low bands !

Check back issues of the ARRL Hand book, say around 1983 or so. There was a 
very nice circuit for charging battery packs for handhelds from 12 Volt 
sources, that used parts readily available from Radio Shack. It used a power 
multivibrator circuit to change 12 Volts DC to a higher level of AC, which 
was then rectified to give a charging voltage of 18 VDC or so (less under 
charging load). 


I built one of these chargers, and have been using one of these chargers to 
charge the batteries of my handheld radios aboard my sailboat, from 12 Volts, 
for the last ten years or more. Works very well.

Now, if you need a real oomph, then a full bore switcher could 
easily be built... Well, not easily, but then again not that hard. 


Although, if you have an application where a higher voltage 
dropped through a limiting resistor will fit the bill, then by all 
means, this circuit is excellent, if the limited current is ok.

I really enjoy contesting, 
though. It is invigorating to have so many diverse contacts in such a = 
short 

period. I was not impressed with my 12 contacts. I was impressed that I 
worked coast to coast on 40m within a 10 minute span (VA and SCV/CA). I = 
also 

enjoy seeing the results later and finding out after the contests about 
different stations. I'm continually amazed at the operators with less = 
than 

optimal antennas, rigs, etc. that are competitive because they know how = 
to 

operate what they have, and know how to sail the propogation!

I used only one antenna--my 180 foot 
cf Zepp with Matchbox for 80 through 10. And TR-Log. Can't say enough good 
things about it.

More difficult is how to handle starting at Q and moving up! Not = 
recommended, 

from a logistical point of view. Actually, the prevailing opinion of the 
contest club to which I belong is that starting Q and moving to A, or =

at A and moving to B, means your log cannot be entered, and must only be = 
a 

checklog.

What you do with your pure 5 watts is your busniess. Pure 5 watts 
into a dummy load or a stack of yagi's. Sending with your 
left foot or a computer. Who cares? Pure is pure!

good portion of the contesters out there, due to their penchant 
> for using a keyboard to operate

I suggest that you get someone that you know and that does 
some contesting to show you just how the computer is used. 
Like someone else said, they do NOT read the CW! 


Let me give you some of the reasons for using a computer 
in a contest.... 


Contest logs get checked. Every exchange is checked to be sure 
there are no errors. If you miss so much as a Single dit you 
lose that contact. 


If you work the same station again when you shouldn't you 
get penalties. (This might be going away now because dupes 
are so easy to remove with computer logging). 


In the SS contest that was just this past weekend the exchange 
was: 


[YOURCALL] Serial Number Class (Q) [MYCALL] Check (52) SPC (NV) 


Lets say you are in a world class station and are a world class 
operator. You will send the above about 1400 times in 24 hours. 


Don't forget that you also have to copy that from the other 
station too! 


Now if you are sending by hand, how well would you do? And if 
you send just ONE little dit wrong, you have just cost the other 
station that contact! Can you send that exchange over 1K times 
in 24 hours? Without error? 


I asked one station, who was using a bug, what his call was. He 


sent it three times. Each time it came out differently! And he 
didn't stick around to make sure I got it OK. So I had two choices: 


1) Log it and hope I picked the right call. 
2) Erase it and let him loose the contact. 
I chose #2 EVERY time. 


So if you really mean that you will never use a computer to play 
radio with..... you will never use a nice radio like a K2 ora 
keyer like a TiC or anything else that has one of those nasty 
little critters in it. 


I heard the same arguments back when keyers first came out. They 
were not "fair" or they were cheating. Then came memory keyers and 
even more crying about not being fair. Ditto keyboards and 
computers. 


But it's all nothing more than the progress of technology. We 
either learn to use it or we stagnate! 


I learned years ago from Zig Ziggler (Wow, does that date me or 
what?) that you only have three states..... you either move forward, 
backward or you stagnate. I heard that about 40 years ago and still 
believe it! :-) 


Contesting and learning the new tools to do it better is just 
part of not doing the last two! :-)

I gotta throw one more thought in--innovation and advancing the state of the 
art is what ham radio is all about! I've got nothing against those who like 
to keep tradition--it's a hobby, after all, and everyone's entitled to their 
own opinion. But to be critical of technological advances or finding more 
efficient ways of doing things isn't in keeping with the spirit of this 
hobby. 


And one more thing--using a computer for sending doesn't eliminate the need 
for good operating skills. Okay, maybe you're not keying by hand, but you're 
the one controlling what gets sent, and when it gets sent. No computer is 
going to take over the finer points of operator skill--it just keys the 
keyline. The op's gotta know when to call, and when to shut up and listen. 
He's gotta know what to send and be able to respond to requests for fills, 
or other unexpected events. Optimal use of a computer in these situations 
requires careful planning and practice, and if you do it right, it pays off 
in better contest operating. And by operating I don't just mean keying--a 
good operator is a good operator because of his noggin, not his fingers. 


So let's all strive to be better ops, with whatever tools we choose to use.

Hi gang: 


A mystery discovered. I've been using two kinds of computer for radials for over 
two years. While computer ribbon is junk in any feedline or radiator application, 
it is perfectly OK for ground radials. 


Every so often, I'd notice that one (two or three conductor ribbons) had been 
sliced at a 45-deg angle. I figured it was due to a bend that had been stepped 
upon or some such logical inference. 


BUT not so! Late yesterday, I found two neat slices, so I did the usual burn off 
the insulation, steel-wool the strands, splice, and tape. This afternoon, I was 
amazed to find that the two specific ribbons had once again been slice, but, in 
addition, there were four sliced pieces of the gray kind, and three sliced pieces 
of the rainbow kind. Ahah! No normal kind of bending and stomping could have done 
this -- especially since no one had walked in the vicinity in the meantime. So, I 


examined the sliced pieces under a magnifying glass, and sure enough, teeth-marks 
appeared about 1/16" to 

1/8" from the actual slice on half of the pieces -- evidence of an initial bite 
positioning which was abandoned before the real bite sliced off the piece! 


Next, question = two options, rabbits and squirels [sp?]. This fall is atypical -- 
it still gets up to 75-deg on many days, so no shortage of food. 


Any biologists out there with a clue to which would be biting off chunks of my 
radials! 


Geesh, this is getting to be too much! QSB, QRN, "too weak" from R1AND, and now my 
shrinking radials! How am I going to get to 200 on 30m at this rate? I'l have 45 
radials most averaging about 2.6-ft if this keeps up! 


HI! 


Incidentally, 30m is bad A index = 23. But past week or two 30m has 
been great. I've heard several QRP'rs working DX! --K4HPP, K5DP latest noted.

First of all, NOONE is using a computer to decipher code under contest 
conditions, at least not competetively. 


Having a computer SEND the code should make it easier for you to 
copy. It always sends perfect code, never sends wrong, and only sends 
what is needed. If they are sending at 30 WPM - they can copy at 30 
WPM - in their head. 


Even some of my friends, who have encouraged me to work at my speed are 
using them! What a shame. I thought this was supposed to a be a Hobby 
where technical excellence surpassed our laziness. 


VV VV 


It's not a case of laziness at all. It's a case of accuracy and efficiency 
during a contest, which is a test of endurance as much as skill or 
"Technical excellence." While the computer is sending the exchange, 

which by the way is the same exchange that is sent every other QSO in 

the contest, the operator has a little time to do the things he needs to 
get done to be ready for the next QSO. 


Sorry if I stepped on toes, but this is a sore subject for me. If I can 
get good at sending/receiving at 30wpm, so be it..... but it will NOT be 
with the aid of a computer-bank on it. 


VVV WV 


You're probably not stepping on any toes because you've completely 
misunderstood the reasons for using a keyboard/computer to send CW 


in a contest. IF you CAN send and receieve 30 WPM during a contest, 

even after 20+ hours without a break or sleep, then bless you. But if you 
can't and I hear you send a different callsign everytime you send it and 
can't get through the exchange without muffing it, how can I work you 

and log you correctly? 


You can be a hero and send every dit by hand, but it doesn't get you 
any extra points. In fact, it probably will cost you some because of 
mistakes. 


Contesting uses a lot of skills besides sending CW. 


The amazing thing about QRP is not how many contacts are 
made, but that they are made at all. Every QSO is a 
contradiction of conventional wisdom.

I'm going to show my ignorance here but my quest for knowledge outweighs 
my embarrassment.
